HOUSE BLOWS DOWN 
ON 15 PEOPLE 



Frankfort. April 5. — Prior to i.=;- 
suing a pardon for George Alexander, 
ronvicted of wrecking the Alexander 
Bank of Paris, Governor Morrow to- 
day announced he would make public 
his reasons for not freeing Alexander. 
The failure of the bank in 1914 creat- 
ed a scn.sation. 

Miss Kate Alexander, daughter of 
the former banker, lias labored indc- 
fatigably to obtain a pardon for her 
fetiier. 

The statement was coupled 
with the Governor's definite an- 
nouncement that he would issue 
the pardon. .Alexander is said to 
be in bad health. He entered the 
prison a robust person and is now 
a physical wreck. The Governor's 
j reasons for issuing the pardon 
*^"""|are embodied in a statement 
which he dictated to a stenog- 
rapher' during the forenoon. 

Alexander has served approximately 
five \cars of a piactically indofinito 
.sentence. Those who know Alexan- 
der say that few of his mo.st intimate 
friend.-^ would icco^nizc him to-day. 
A\hen he entered the penitentiary he 
was a man of distinguished bearing, 
and apiiaiently in pfjrfcct health. He 
now is said to be literally a mere 
sliadow of his fonner self. His health 
is ic])orted to have been .shattered, 
and it is ixiid that Governor Morrow 
has con.sented to pardon him largely 
for this rca.-ion. 

Failure of the Alexander State P.ank 
at Paris caused one of the hi'^KC 
financial sen.-ations in tlio hintory of 
Kentucky. iHundreds of depositor.^, a 
great many of them persons of limit- 
ed moans, lo.st all their savings in the 
crai-'h.

Washington, April 5 — It is ex- 
pected that by jjopular utilization 
of the less costly meat cuts to- 
day, w hich is the first day of 
"save money on meat" week in 
the Southern States, consumers 
w ill effect enormous saving with- 
out injuring the retailer or 
wholesaler or decreasing the 
pfice paid to the farmer for his 
live stock. 

Agricultural colhges. hotels, 
motion picture theatres, com- 
munity centers, newspapers, re- 
tailers, wholesalers, lecturers, 
demonstrators and other persons 
and agencies J'.re cooperating to 
bring tiie value, economy and 
palatability of the less exj)ensive 
meat cuts, particularly those of 
the forequarter, to the attenion 
of the people. 

Although the tinest hotels are 
serving meat dishes made from 
the less expensive portions^ ma'iy 
housewives are neglecting them. 
.A considerable part of the farm- 
er's meat animal hnds no market 
with the consumer and is some- 
times actually wasted and often 
is clutpped up and sold to sau- 
sage makers or otiier wholesalers 
instead of being used f6r individ- 
ual ])iTriit)ses in the most econo- 
mic form. Distribution has been 
retarded, thus increasing shrink- 
age, overhead expense and waste. 
The liureau ot Markets of the 
^t! United States Department ol .\g- 
riculture has reached the conclu- 
sion that a wider consuinptiou oi 
forequarter meat woulp help re- 
duce the cost of living and lower- 
ithe level of rcta'l meat prices

Pot ftoatt 'WSkh Vegetables. 
3 or 4 pounds chuck roast 
I cup sliced 'Carrots 
1 cup sliccfl onions
